Tue argument of Mr. Laurier at St. 
Thomas that Canada should alter the atti- 
tude of “‘unfriendiiness” to the United States 
which it has maintained for the past twenty 
five years, with a view to inducing the ac- 


ceptance of unrestricted reciprocity with 
Canada by the States, is not one that can be 
approved on logical grounds. It will be 
necessary for Mr. Laurier to define the 
boundary between the unfriendliness of 
which hecuompiains, and the servilty that 
would make a peopie contemptible and their 
existence ava nation iinpossible, before his 
accusation of unnecessarily unfriendly action 
can be maintained. Mr. Laurier accuses 
Canadians of sympathizing with the Suuth as 
against the North in the U.S. rebellion. If 
Mr. Laurier asks the people of Canada to 
conceal their sytnpathies in deference to 
the wishes of the people of aforeign coeun- 
try he asks them to give up that suppused-to- 
be inalienable British rigit of free speech, 
which for platform purposes at least has al- 
ways been held to be more valuable than any 
sible commercial advantage or even than 

ife itself. In making such an argument Mr. 
Laurier is placing himself and party in a 
wrong position. ‘Taking for granted that the 
special mission of the liberal party is to 
widen the liberty and increase the prosperity 
of the citizen, it must be remembered that 
the only security for the liberty and prosper- 
ity acquired isin the stability of the state. 
When Mr. Laurier acks the liberals of Can- 
ada to place their country in such a condi- 
tion of commercial connection with the 
United States as would amount to commer- 
cial bondage, which in turn we have now 
ample proof would be used as a lever to coin- 
pel political bondage,he asks them to unduly 
imperil if not actually sacrifice the liberty 
and prosperity which they now enjoy and 
which it is his and their especial business to 
maintain and extend, 
SoME years ago, before a live buffalo had 
become a curiosity, the BULLETIN suggested 
the advisability of attempting to domesticate 
the animal and thereby preserve it in exist- 
ence, and suggested that the farms of in- 
struction started by government for the 
benefit of the Indians should be used for the 
purpose. The advantaye of preserving the 
buffalo was pointed out to be that large 
areas of the Northwest were not sufficiently 
well adapted for agriculture to induce their 
speedy settlement by farmers,and that owing 
to their lack ofhay swamps and high hills 
they were unsuited to the wintering of ordin- 
ary cattle either in stable oron the range. 
The buffalo had lived on them in summer 
and winter in millions, but when the buffalo 
were destroyed, there being nothing to take 
their place, the areas mentioned would be 
useless; Whereas if the buffalo were preserved 
and domesticated these areus could be turned 
to valuable account. At that time some 
people thought that the danger of the ex. 
tinction ofthe buffalo wag not pressing; 
others that the buffalo could not be domesti- 
cated; others that ordinary cattle could 
winter on the level plains; and others that 
the country would very soon be filiea up by 
farmers. Since then the buffalo has become 
extinct except as a curriosity; McKay’s and 
Bedson’s experiments have shown that they 
can be domesticated successfully; experience 
has proven that ordinary cattle cannot range 
safely over avery lage part of the prairie 
section of the Northwest; and the expected 
farmers have aneotably failed to connect. 
Attention is again called to the subject by 
the appearance of a few buffale this season 
on their old range between the Battle and 
Red Deer rivera It is yreatly to the oredit 
of domesticating the buffalo has been sue- 
cessiully made and that the species is not 
practically extinct. But a matter of such 
national importance should not be left to the 
ohbances of fprivate enterprise until it hasa 
much more solid foundation than the inter- 
est or what may be the mere whim of a sin-

" The United States Senate has promptly 
taken up the challenge of President Cleveland 


retaliation upon Canada asked for in his late 
message. Having been given the power—in 
view of the declarations contained in his 
measage asto the propriety of retaliatory 
measures andin view of the political exiz- 
encies of the next few months—the president 
can scarcely do otherwise than put the re- 
taliation policy into cffect. The same politi- 
cal exigencies which caused it to be put in 
force will tend to keep it in force unless 
such concessions can be gained from Canada 
as shall satisfy the jingo feeling in the States. 
It may be thatthe policy will press se heavily 
on some sections and interesta in the States 
as to evcke strong opposition to it once the 
presidential election is over, but even so, 
once having taken the position that retalia- 
tion is right and proper neither of the pre- 
sent political partics in the Sta:es, no matter 
which inay hold power, can recede from that 
position unless it can show substantial con- 
cessions from Canada greater than those 
made by the late abortive treaty or until it 
has been shown conclusively that 
concessions cannot be gained. On the 
other hard Canadians seem to be practically 
unaminous asthe necessity of maintaining 
the full measure of their rights at all costs. 
The question will be, what is to be considered 
as the full measure of Canada’s rights in the 
matter? Is the treaty of 1818 orthe late 
treaty to be taken as thestandard? Canada’s 
fishing rights is a matter that most immedi- 
ately concerns the people of the Marititoc 
provinces on the Atlantic and Pacitic. Let 
them suggest what is to be the measure of 
their rigits in the matter and Jet that con- 
tention be backed up by the whole country 
to the end, whatever that end may be. — Let 
there be no more speeches from the opposi- 
tion like a late one of Laurier’s charging the 
Canadian government with undue strictness 


in the simple support of adwitted rights, 


and let there be no more sacrifice of Canada’s 
rights to British commercial exigencies on 
the part of our government, no matter how 
many baronetcies may be offered as the 
price. If Canada is to maintain a separate 
existence it must maintain each one of those 
rights which collectively constitute that ex- 
istence, Those who have dreamed of advan- 
tages arising from free trade with the States 
must arouse themselves from that dream, 
and those who are used to play the jingo on 
the platform andthe coward and traitor, or 
at least the purchased tool, in the treaty 
chainber and the cabinet must prepare to 
back up their brave words with brave deeds. 
As jong a8 a possibility vemained of a policy 
of concilliation aud submissioa on the part 
ot Canada resulting in any reasonable mea 
sure of good it may nave been advisable to 
continue it, but when it has become amply 
apparent that that policy has only resulted 
in Making Canada’s rigits the spuit of politi- 
cal parties in the Staves—-as they wouid not 
have been bad they been ciearly defined 
and firmly asserted throughout—it is time 
to change the polizy of conciiliation for a 
policy of firmness. In the old fable the 
lamb did not save its life by proving iis-in- 
nocence ifany injustice or injury to the 
wolf, and neither will Canada save herself 
from perpetual annovanee from the United 
States by perpetual attempts at concilliation,

VERMILION—PEACE RIVER. 

The long continuance of easterly winds 
during April kept the ice intact until May 3 
or4. May 5 the ice began to move and two 
heavy ‘‘jams” formed, one a few miles above 
Vermilion the other some little distance be- 
low. Sanday the 6th the water began to 
rise rapidly and flooded several houses in the 
settlenent. Most of the residents hetook 
themselves to the higher ground as it was 
felt that should the ice come in over the 
lund serious damage might be done to the 
buildings. Buton Monday 4th about 10a. m. 
by the giving way of the lawer “jam” the 
the water sank as rapidly as it had- risen 
without doing any damage worth speaking 
of. About 6 p. m, the ‘‘jam” above give 
way the water rose very rapidly from some 
15 feet below the bank to rather hig her then 
the previous rise. Two houses on lower 
ground on the north side ot the river were 
badly wrecked by the ice. Beyond this and 
ihe scattering Over the land of alargeamount 
of lumber got out for Mr. Lawrence’s saw 
mill and the dritting away of some outhouses 
no great damage wasdone. The water began 
to recede about 11 p. m. of the 6th and was 
very soon within it’s proper channel. The 
H. B. Company’s journals at the Fort which 
go back to 1836 record no such event and it 
is beyond the rememberance of the oldest 
resident, Michael L’Izzut, who has been here 
over fifty years. One of the houses wrecked 
by the ice was his. The flood left a rich de- 
posit of mud. As soon as the land was suttfi- 
ciently dry farming operations commenced. 
Up todate the Weather has been all that 
could be wished. 

The crops, though sown much later than 
usual give unusual promise. July 10, potatoes 
looking very healthy were commencing to 
flower and wheat and barley coming on very 
fast. I may add thatJast year nothwith- 
. Standing considerable draw backs trom 
drought in the early part of the season and 
from a perfect plague of local grasshoppers 
(which have almost totally disappeared this 
year) there were good crops both of wheat 
and potatoes at both English aud Roman 
tuissions, 

The Synod of the Church of England in 
Athabasca was held July 6th in St. Luke’s 
church, a constitution laid down and other 
necessary business in connection with the 
ehurch work throughout the country trans- 
acted. The evclosed memorial with regard 
to the-present condivion of the Indians was 
diawn up, and addressed to the Minister of 
the interiorand signed during the session. 
On the following Sunday the Bishop adunit- 
ted the Rev.G. Holmes of St. Peter’s mission, 
Lesser Slave Lake, to priest’a orders, the ser- 
mon being preached by the Venorable Arch- 
deacon-Keeve. The following Tuesday the 
Pishop and Archdeacon Reeve left for St. 
Paul’s mission Chipew) an to hold a contirma- 
tion service there, the Rev. A. C. Garrioch, 
Mrs. Garrioch and Kev. G. Holmes returning 
up streain to theis respective missions,

Tue RiautT HONORABLE THK MINISTER OF THE 
INTERIOR. 

Sin:—We, the undersigned, as members of 
the Synod of the Anglican Church in Atha- 
basea Diocese, now in session, venture to 
lay before you fer your considerition the pre- 
sent condition of the Indians generally, 
throughout this portion of the Northwest 
Territories, including the Provincial District 
of Athabasca. 

There is a great decrease, throughout this 
portion of the country, of both the larger 
and smaller game, as well as of fur-bearing 
animals, (excepting One or two kinds, such 
as martens and fishers, which are not used as 
food.) The consequence is the Indians, not 
ouly during the winter, but also in suamer, 
are in an almost constant state of semi-star- 
vation. This condition is, of course, serious- 
ly aguravated during the winter months, and 
you will perceive from the following facts, 
which we beg to lay before you, the very 
serious results whieh arise therefrom ;— 

1. The almost total disappearance of cf. 
bits, and wreat great scarity of partridges. 

2. A great mortality amongst the beaver 
last winter. 

3. Present scarcity of lynx which will, in 
ail probability, continue at least two years 
longer, as they are affecteo by the rise aud 
fall of rabbits. 

4+ The above affects not only the food sup- 
ply of the Indians, but also their power of 
procuring clothing, ammunition, &e. 

Many of the Indians are almost destitute of 
clothing, and, owing to their small take of 
furs, are unable to provide themselves with 
the wecessary clothing, aud huntiug outfit for 
the coming winter, 

The above scarcity has greatly decreased 
the number of their dogs, (80 necessary to 
the Indian for travelling and hunting,) which 
have perished, thus seriously increasing the 
difficulty of obtaining a Hvelihoud, 

The beavers, whe used to have a consider- 
able pumber of horses, have killed so maay 
of them, on account of the scarcity of other 
food, that they now possess very few. 

5. At Lake Athabasca ana at some other 
Skes, @ great failure of the fall and winter 
Aah criag 


6. During the winter of °86 and '87, be- 
| tween the Peace and Athabasca Rivers, on 
| account of starvation and consequent’ canni- 
/baasm, a party of twenty-nine Cree Indians 
Was reduced to three, 

In the MacKenzie River District there 
Were several cases of death by starvation, 
and one or more of cannibalism, 

7. During the last winter ‘87 and ’8s, 
amongst the Fort Chipewyan Indians be- 
tween twenty and thirty starved to death, 
and the death of others was acvelerated by 
want of food, 

A party of about twenty Beavers had to 
be conveyed from Grande Prairie, near 
Duavegan, Peace River, to Lesser Slave lake, 
to prevent their starving te death. Some of 
them died after arriving there. _ 

Within the personal knowledge of the un- 
dersigned many other Indians, Crees, Beavers 
and Chipewyans, at almost all points where 
there are missions or trading posts, would 
certainly have stafved to death, but for the 
help furnished by the traders and missionar- 
iesat those places, furnished very often at 
great personal inconvenience, 

8 Owing to the above facts recorded, and 
previous mortality, a great number of widows 
and orphans are left without natural pro. 
viders. 

9. Owing toa stroug competition in the 
fur trade, and other causes, the Indians can- 
not took to the Hudson Bay Compay for help 
as they used to do. 

In the face of the above facts and with the 
prospect, atno very distant date, of this 
country forming a valuable and important 
portion of the Dominion; and as we under- 
stand that parliament has already taken 
action by granting a Committee of Enquiry 
on this country and its resources, we would 
respectfully press on the goveriment the 
urgent necessity of rendering speedy help to 
the survivors.

SHAFTSBURY MISSION. 


Rev. J. Gove Brick arrived on Monday 
from Calgary, accompanied by Mrs. Brick 
and son, bound for Peace River. Rev. Mr. 
Brick is a minister of the church of England 
who was sent to Peace river some years ago 
to establish a mission to the Indians there in 
the vicinity of Dunvegan, After leboring 
for some years he became convinced that 
well directed and earnest efforts to improve 
the material condition of the Indians must 
accompany any efforts to improve their 

spiritual condition ifthe latter were to be 
successful. Owing to the failure of game the 
Indians were reduced to such a state of 
want that it was impossible to impress religi- 

ous instruction upon ther: and indeed they 
were threatened with absolute extinction. 
The remoteness of the country prevented the 

ossibility of any church organization direct- 

fy relieving their wants, no matter how de- 

arAIs it might oe of doing so, At the same 
tine the region seemed well adapted for 
farming, and Rev. Mr. Brick caine to the 
conclusion that that only course to be pur- 
sued was to institute some means whereby the 
Indians could be inducedsto change their mode 
of lifefrom hunting to farming. To this 
end, example and assistance were needed 
more than advice. Mr. Brick thought that 
a mission whereagriculiture would be taught 
aus well as religion could most nearly meet 
the case. Having received the consent of 
the Bishop of Athabasea to the prvuject he 
had in view, inthe fall of ’86 he came out 
from Peace river and went east for the pur- 
pose of raising the necessary funds, leaving 
two of his sons in charge of a small exyer- 
mental farm which he had already starved. 
He visited £ngiand in the winter of °86 and 
87 in furtherance if his project, and also se- 
cured a promise of agrant of $2,000 from the 
Canadian government on condition that an 
equal amount shouid be raised by private 
subscription. To secure that amount of 
money ina year was a very considerable un- 
dertaking. By taking up parish work for the 
church of England at Weston, Ontario, for a 
year he secured his own support and at the 
same time made arrangements which perinit- 
ted his absence from the parish for one Sun- 
day ineach month. By starting out on 
Monday and returning a week from the fol- 
lowing Saturday he had two weeks in each 
month to devote to lecturing on Peace river 
in aid of his project, and was so successful 
that he raised $3,300 by subscription and 
collection which with the $2,000 granted by 
government made $5,300 on which to found 
his mission ard experimental farm. His 
farming outfit includes a full sct of farming 
tools, capenter's tools, five plows, seed drill, 
fanning mill, Chatham wagon, hay rake, 
mower, reaper, threshing cylinder, circular 
saw, four-horse power, and steel grist mill, 
three ranche mares,a thorough bred Durham 
bull, wo Holstein heifers, three Berkshire 
and Yorkshire pigs, ducks and chickens cf 
several breeds.

The horses and eattle will be 
driven through from the Landing to the 
head of Lesser Slave Jake. The intention 1s 
vo establish a mission to be called Shoitsbury, 

about 14 miles above the mouth of smoky 
river and havea farm in connection, which 
will as faras possible supply the wants of the 
mission and the Indians, and where the latter 
ean receive practical insirnetion in agricul: 
ture. There will be a school in connection 
with the farm and an orphanage will be 
established if possible. Funds largely in ex- 
cess of the annaal grant of the church mis 
sionary society will be needed to carry on 
the work jaid out for the proposed mission 
and Mr. Brick hopes that the church in 
Canada will take (he mater up and extend 
the needed assistance. The party left for 
the Landing on Tuesday and have still a 
journey of fifteen or twenty days te imnake in 
order to reach Peace river, The Church of 
yeuarthnd deserves the highest credit for fol- 

lowing up its missions with exporimental in- 
struction abd supply farms in wnat may bx 
called the fertile belt of the Mackenzie basin 
av Dunvegan, Vermilion and Bort Liard, 
and is worthy Of special eycouragement and 
assistance on this ground alone, if on no 
others, from the public and government of 
Canada, The cost of establishing these 
missions and farms is very great but not so 
ereat as the material advantage which will 
result from their success in demoustrating 
the agricultural capabilitiesof the country, 
and ii civilizing the native population aud 
inducing them to become self supporting.
